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WASHINGTON. Enlisted promotion quotas sent to 
the field by the Army this: week totalled over 100,000 in the 
top four grades for the first time since the Army took con- 
trol of enlisted promotions and began assigning quotas last 
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August. 

Actual figures sent to the field 
totalled 105,450, breaking down as 
follows: 

Quotas for E-7 come to 750, up 
250 over the May figure. 

Quotas for E-6 come to 4700, up 
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| 700 over the May figure. 

Quotas for E-5 come to 30,000, 
up 5000 over the May figure. 

Quotas for E-4 come to 70,000, 
same as the May figure. 

Thus the increase in the June 
quotas for the top four grades are 
up some 5950 over May’s 99,500. 

This is likely to be the highest 
that enlisted promotions will hit 
for at least a year and perhaps 
more, unless full-scale fighting in 
Korea or new fighting elsewhere in 
the world develops. Reason is to 
be found in the 1954 budget, the

Quick Release 
For Doctors 


WASHINGTON. — Speeded-up 
release for military doctors be- 
came a certainty last week, as 
the Senate passed a two-year ex- 
tension of the doctor draft act. 


Hanging in the balance, how- 
ever, are $100 monthly “equaliza- 
tion pay” for veterinarians, and 
“graded recalls” in which doctors 
with prior service henceforth 
would be called for as little as 
14 months. 

These two provisions were 
adopted by the Senate on recom- 
mendation of its Armed Services 
committee. But they are not in 
the bill as it passed the House 
May 12. 

Conferees from each body will 
meet and iron out differences. 
Their reports, when adopted on

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WASHINGTON.—Gen. J. Law- 
ton Collins has proposed a plan 
under which men finishing two 
years of active duty could slice 
three years off their reserve obli- 
gation by joining Organized Re- 
serve units or the National Guard. 

Three years in the active re- 
serve status would wipe out the 
total military obligation under the 
plan, which Gen. Collins has pro- 
posed to the Defense Department. 
He said that while the plan has 
not yet been accepted by the Pen- 
tagon, he had “high hopes” it 
would be approved. He- predicted 
the plan would stimulate enlist- 


ponents. 

Collins revealed his plan during 
testimony before the Senate Ap- 
propriations committee this week. 
Also appearing before the law- 
makers was Secretary of the Army 
Stevens.

Congress Gets Bill Easing 
Retirement For 300 Officers 


WASHINGTON. —Congress is 
eonsidering a bill which would 
authorize the retirement of Re- 
serve officers with more than 30 
years’ service under the same 
terms as other officers. 

The measure would affect about 
300 Army officers and four Air 
Force officers now on active duty 
with more than 30 Years’ service. 

The proposal was introduced 
this week by Leverett Saltonstall 
(R., Mass.), chairman of the Sen- 
ate Armed Services committee, at 
the request of the Defense De- 
partment. 

The proposal would change Sec- 
tion 202 of the 1948 Retirement 
Equalization Act by deleting the 
words “or more than 30.” As now 
written, the Pentagon said, Sec- 


tion 202 “places a penalty upon | 
the Reserve officer with more than 
30 years’ service by denying to 
him retirement under its provi» 
sions. Instead, such officers must 
retire on points under Title II of 
the same act. The change would 
permit the retirement of Reserve 
officers at any time after the com- 
pletion of 20 years’ service, at 
least 10 of which are active com- 
missioned service. 

The Pentagon estimated that if 
the change were enacted by Con- 
gress, about’ 150 Army officers 
would retire. Defense estimates 
that a number of officers with 
29 years’ service would elect to 
stay in for the full 30 years if the 
proposal were enacted into law.

Too Bad, Men,

WASHINGTON. —Two laws 
under which enlisted men once 
“bought out” of the remaining 
time in their enlistments near- 
ed permanent repeal in Con- 
gress this week. 

House Armed Services com- 
mittee approved and sent to the 
floor S. 1544, which would kill 
for good both the Army and 
Navy laws. The bill passed the 
Senate May 6, and House pas- 
sage would clear it for the 
President. 

Unless the House acts and 
the President signs before July 
1, the authority will come back 
into being, technically. But the 
services probably would have 
ample authority to decline any 
checks received if the deadline 
is not met. 











June Officer 
Promotions 
Start Fast 


416 Make Major, 
3 Make Captain 
On First List 


WASHINGTON. — Officer pro- 
motions for June have started out 
just as well as they did in May. 
First June list carries the names 
of 416 new majors and three new 
captains. , 

The last May list carried names 
of 110 new captains and 66 new 
majors, all from professional lists. 

Thus in May, the Army pro- 
moted 2888 officers—1895 to cap- 
tain, 736 to major, 203 to lieuten- 
ant colonel and 54 to colonel. And 
the Army not only exhausted all 
1951 selections except the list- for 
promotion to colonel but also be- 
gan large-scale promotions 
of professional list officers, equal- 
izing their dates of rank with 
Army list officers. 

Last May promotions came in 
SO 103. There were 110 promo- 
tions to captains distributed 
among professional officers as fol- 
lows: ; 

Two Reserve chaplains were 
promoted. Two RA, 25 Reserve and 
one NGUS MSC officers received 
their tracks. Three RA and two 
USAR WMSC officers made O-3. 
Two RA and 30 Reserve WAC of- 
ficers made captain as did six 
RA and 37 Reserve nurses. Cut- 
off dates for these promotions 
varied from June 9, 1948 for chap- 
lains, through Sept. 13, 1949 for 
MSC, July 18, 1949 for WMSC,

House Plans 
No PX Probe 


WASHINGTON. — An investi- 
gating House Armed Services sub- 
committee plans no legislative ac- 
tion to tighten up or restrict the 
sales and merchandise of post 
exchanges. 

Instead, it will accept the serv- 
ices’ promise to police their own 
ranks, with a special check on 14 
Army, Navy, Marine and Air Force 
exchanges which came under fire 
from a retailers’ group. 

The subcommittee, headed by 
Rep. Hess (R.,Ohio), will not make 
its formal report for about an- 
other week. But its members are 
known to feel: 

1. The limitations of PX sales 
made by law in 1949 went quite 
far, and nothing has been turned 
up to justify further restrictions. 

2. PXs are a big morale factor. 
At isolated stations they have a 
“captive” clientele who often can 
shop no place else. Nothing has 
turned up to warrant punishing 
the many for the sins of the few. 

3. Congress is a legislative 
agency, and should not get into 
the enforcement business. 

These opinions probably will be 
reflected in the report. The sub- 
committee, though it will reaffirm 
and emphasize responsibility for 
carrying out the law, also is ex- 
pected to make plain that it is 
unwilling to see the PX system

More Than Politics

HE POLITICAL maneuvers of the cold war very often have a 
military motive behind them. These military angles are not 
always visible to the public eye, but they are visible to the enemy. 
Take this question of an Austrian peace treaty. 


’. 





Several times lately I’ve heard 
the question asked—‘“Why is So- 
viet agreement on an Austrian 


peace treaty considered so sig- 
nificant? Why would it be re- 
garded as an indication of sincere 
desire for peace, Or anyway, a 
toning down on the cold war, on 
the part of the Kremlin?” 

There’s a good reason why. A 
military reason. 

Look at the map of Europe. 

Austria is right in the middle of 
that continent. It is right in the 
central sector of the Iron Cur- 
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All details can be handled through 
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‘itain. It occupies a key - position 
between Germany on the north, 
Italy to the south, and the Balkan 
Peninsula to the southeast. 


SOVIET TROOPS are present 
in the Soviet zone of Austria, in 
Hungary (adjoining Austria to the 
east), and in Romania, still far- 
ther east. 

If a peace treaty with Austria 
is concluded, these Soviet troops 
must be withdrown from Austria, 
Hungary and Romania within a 
couple of months. The Austrian 
treaty would include the evacua- 
tion of all foreign troops from 
Austria itself, and under the peace 
treaties of 1946 with Hungary and 
Romania the Russians are allowed 
to keep troops there only for the 
purpose of protecting their lines 
of communication with their oc- 
cupation army in Austria. When 
that occupation ceases, the Soviet 
troops have to get out of Hungary 
and Romania. 

So what? 

Look at the map again. Look

These three states have now en- 
tered into a military pact for mu- 
tual defense. They have good 
tough armies. Turkey and Greece 
are members of the North Atlan- 
tic Alliance. Their armies have 
been trained by U. S. and British 
military missions. They have some 
tactical air power, too. Moreover, 
they enjoy the support of the 
growing U. S.-British sea and air 
power in the Mediterranean area. 
. - * 

IF THE USSR becomes in- 
volved in a general war, some- 
thing like a third of the total 
Soviet fighting power would ini- 
tially be required to neutralize 
this Balkan threat to the Soviet 
southern flank. If it isn’t neu- 
tralized, Allied sea-air power 
will flow into the Black Sea and 
do such damage to Soviet in- 
dustrial capacity and freedom of 
movement as to amount to a 
major disaster to Soviet pros- 


pects. 

Therefore, from the Soviet view- 
point, an Austrian peace treaty 
would amount to a serious weak- 
ening of Soviet prestige and 
strength in the Danube valley at 
the very moment when Allied 
prestige and strength in the Bal- 
kans and the Eastern Mediter- 
ranean area, just to the south- 
ward, is rising to new heights. 

Is this good as viewed by So- 
viet planners? Obviously not. 
But wouldn’t the satellite 
armies still be there? Oh, yes. But 
one may guess that the confidence 
of the hard-headed Soviet mar- 
shals in the combat dependability 
of Hungarian and Romanian 
troops is probably measured in 
terms of the presence with those 
troops of’a considerable stiffening 
of Soviet divisions.

WASHINGTON.—Retired persons could leave their 
wives and children an annuity of one-half, one-quarter or 
one-eighth of their retired pay upon death, under terms of 
a bill approved last week by the House Armed Services

UNDER CURRENT LAW, mili- 
tary retirement pay goes only to 
the person who earned it. Unlike 
Civil Service and various other 
retirement plans, there is no pro-

Option 4 is for “play-it-safe” 
people.

IN GENERAL, payments to a 
widow would be until death or re- 
marriage; to a child, until mar- 
riage or age 18. 

Here is an example: 

A man 55 years’old, with a wife 
of 50, a child of 10, and retire- 
ment of $6000 per year, would pay 
about 15.5 percent, or $930 per 
year, for the coverage of option 
3. At his death, the wife and child 
would get $2535 per year. 

The same person, for the “play- 
it-safe” features of option 4, would 
pay slightly more—$1014, and the 
family would get slightly less— 
$2490. 

Persons already retired, and 
those with more than 18 years’ 
service, would have 180 days to 
enter the plan. Those on active 
duty would have to decide before

IN MANY CASES, decision be- 
fore 18 years’ serivce actually will 
be made 12 or more years ahéad 
of retirement. But—after studying 
the question closely—the commit- 
tee rejected a suggestion that the 
decision be deferred to time of 
retirement for all persons. 

Insured persons could modify 
or revoke their decision up to re- 
tirement time, but the change 
wouldn’t take effect if they retired 
within five years of making it. The 
person getting out could never 
again be covered.

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Pentagon Turns Down 
Separation Point Hiring 


WASHINGTON. — Defense De- 
partment issued a flat “no” to pri- 
vate industry requests that their 
personnel representatives be per- 
mitted to hire military persons 
leaving service at separation 
points. 

Assistant Secretary of Defense 
John A. Hannah said it would be 
unfair to permit some firms to 
contact departing servicemen 
while denying the privilege to 
others. He said it is impossible to 
accommodate all companies wish- 
ing recruiting rights, hence the 
general ban. 





Defense and the services have 
been pressured by various com- 
panis for months to grant hiring 
privileges at separation points. In 
announcing its position, Defense 
said “if all firms were granted per- 
mission to recruit ... each would 
be exactly in the same competitive 
position it now holds in the normal 
labor market.”

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That Trailer Order 


AVING looked at the thing from all angles, we fail to 

see how any great savings would be made as a result 
of the government’s recent order to servicemen owning 
on-post trailers to move into on-post housing if it is avail- 
able. On the other hand, the order (if carried out) would 
work an undeserved hardship on the trailer owners and in 
the end hurt the services by discouraging the reenlistment 
of these men. 


For that reason we’re happy to note that the government 
is holding the order in abeyance while it réstudies the prob- 
lem. There is also a good chance that a bill amending the 
1950 Dependents Assistance Act will be introduced in Con- 
gress whose intent would be to protect the serviceman’s in- 
vestment in his mobile home. 


The aim of the regulation as presently written is to 
save for the government some of the money being paid out 
in basic quarters allowances. But the savings cannot be 
large for the following reasons: 

@ Few posts have adequate housing into which trailer 
families can be moved. We have no exact figures, but it is 
probable that the great majority of Stateside posts would 
be unaffected by the order. 

@ The order applies, in its present form, only to trailer 
families occupying on-post sites. Many other service fami- 
lies live in trailers near their posts. Any attempt to move 
them on-post—even supposing that the housing were avail- 
able—would be certain to arouse the antagonism of local 
real estate operators. 

@ Any small savings would be largely nullified by the 
government’s need to pay for moving the serviceman’s 
household goods.in future transfers—a task which the trailer 
owner does now without charge to the government. 

All of these points, of course, are quite apart from 
another one which has to do with the discriminatory aspects 
of the thing. This stems from the fact that the Army and 
Air Force decided a long time ago that trailers were “sub- 
standard” housing. They based this opinion on the ram- 
shackle defense plant trailers the services themselves bought 
to house families on crowded posts. Today everyone knows 
that modern trailers can be as livable and as luxurious as 
desired, but the services’ opinion has not changed. 

About 125,000 servicemen and heads of families, rec- 
ognizing the convenience and comfort built into a trailer as 
having application to their nomadic lives, have invested 
thousands of-dollars in mobile homes. By initiative and 
thrift, they have cut themselves free-from tie local nousing 
pinch no matter where they are stationed. Now, it appears, 
this initiative is to be “faulted,” at great individual cost 
and without any real reason,

This won’t be tne first time.

Persons in the Ready Reserve 
and the Standby Reserve may be 
ordered to active duty either as 
individuals or, in certain cases, as 
members of units—however, they 
must be members of a Reserve 
/unit that has been organized and

| tired Reserve there are no units, 
only individuals. 

The main difference among the 
three categories of Reserves is the 
priority in which they may be 
ordered to active duty. These

| The difference between a Ready 
| and a Standby reservist is the con- 
| ditions under which they can be 
| ordered to active duty. 

Of course, if a war or national 
emergency is declared in the fu- 
ture by Congress, any reservist 
can be ordered to active duty until 
six months after the war or emer- 
gency ends. This is not a new 
provision. Even retired reservists 
can be ordered to active duty in 
such a case. 

The present national emergency 
is not one declared by Congress— 
it was declared by the President 
in December 1950. Neither the 
Standby Reserve nor the Retired 
Reserve can be ordered to active 
duty in a presidentially declared 
emergency. 


Active Duty—Ready 

If another emergency should be 
declared by the President after 
i July 1, 1953, only the Ready Re- 
serve would be subject to orders 
for active duty of not more than 
24 months. Such orders could be 
for individuals, units, or the entire 
Ready Reserve. But before apy-

Budget Curbs Soldier Savings 


WASHINGTON. — Withdrawal 
of money from soldier savings ac- 
counts to meet emergency situa- 
tions, and in the case of indefi- 
nite enlistees, to be eligible for 
interest payments every three 
years, will no longer be possible 
after June 30 unless Congress 
takes immediate action. 


At this time, such action doesn’t 
seem likely because of opposition 
by the Budget Bureau to contin- 
uation of temporary authority 
given to the Secretaries of the 
Army and the Air Force to issue 
such regulations on withdrawals 
as they may approve. 

Current regulations are aimed 
at two things—to equalize the op- 
portunity for all enlisted person- 
nel with soldier savings accounts 
te earn interests on their deposits 
and to permit enlisted people 
facing financial problems of a 
serious nature to meet their ob- 
ligations.

ENTIRELY too many books 
about the Civil War are based on 
the assumption that the Confed- 
erate soldier was a cavalier who 
looked like Jeb Stuart, thought 
and prayed like Robert E. Lee, and 
fought like Stonewall Jackson. In 
“Co. Aytch” you will meet a very 
different type of men , . . most 
of whom are half swamp rat and 
half ridgerunner. Men who could 
rob the dead without too much 
worry, steal any stray pigs or 
chickens within 20 miles of their 
march route, live on parched corn 
when they had to, who deserted 
by the hundreds every winter, but 
who would fight like wild men. It 
was these men, not the lads with 
the feathers in their gray hats, 
who keep that hungry war going 
for four years. 

Except for Col. Hume R. Feild, 
whose name Sam misspells 
through his book, this high pri- 
vate took a rather thin view of 
his officers, especially Gen. Brax- 
ton Bragg, whom he hated bit- 
terly. He loved Joseph E. Johnston, 
simply because he took over the 
wreck of an army left by Bragg 
and made a proud fighting unit 
out of it. The others he could 
well spare ...and he says so. 

This book is almost certain to 
become a collector’s item. It is a 
regular gold mine of information, 
interestingly told, about the daily 
life of the Confederate soldier of 
1861-64, but a good many of Sam’s 
antics could have happened to any 
soldier in any army and in any 
war. Even some of the jokes that 
enlivened the long marches are 
still cracked by company units to 
this day.

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Army’s ‘Robot Psychologist’ 
Simplifies Job Skill Research 


WASHINGTON.—Science fiction is heavily populated with remarkable robots which 
invite the derision of the skeptical—but the Army’s new mechanical brain, the revolu- 
tionary “robot psyehologist,” is the real-life stepchild of science fiction. 





It grew from an idea in a pulp 
magazine. 

The Army’s “brain behind the 
brain,” Dr. Richard H. Gaylord, 
psychologist with the Personnel 
Research Branch of the Adjutant 
General’s Office, is one of a dedi- 
cated army of science fiction fans. 

His job involves devising the 
most efficient means of testing for 
the various skills Army men need. 
The task demands myriad com- 
putations, brain-wracking graph 
interpretation and painstaking 
analysis of many factors. 

Gaylord has been an Army psy- 
chologist since the Spring of 1945, 
and the time consumed in analyz- 
ing a test problem annoyed him 
for several years. 

* o oe 

THE PROBLEM yielded no easy 
solution, however, andthe project 
bogged down until Gaylord re- 
laxed at home one day with a 
science fiction magazine. 

In the issue was an article on 
computing machines, writen by 
one of the top men in electronic 
computer research. Gaylord forgot 
about relaxing and sat up straight 
—there was a description of an 
electronic grimcrack that was pre- 
cisely what he had been looking 
for. 

So Gaylord went to work. The 
brain was designed and the Army 
farmed the building job to Gen- 
eral Electric. Early in September, 
1952, the completed machine was 
delivered.

ARMY PSYCHOLOGISTS are 
enthsiastic about the brain’s per- 
formance and potentialities. It is 
the first brain of its kind ever 
built—a brain to do the work of 


a psychologist—and “can enable 
us to see what nobody has been 
able to see before,” Gaylord, said. 

The machine, in effect, does the 
work of eight clerks and one psy- 
chologist. It will do in about three 
minutes what a clerk operating a 
standard computer takes four days

The Secretary of. Defense shall 
promulgate such policies and es- 
tablish such procedures as may be 
required in his opinion to carry 
out our intent * * * .” 

Transfer To Standby 

Anyone who is a reservist in an 
active status may be placed in the 
Ready Reserve. However, except 
in time of war or national emer- 
gency hereafter declared by the 
Congress, and if not serving on 
active duty, he will, upon request, 
be transferred to the Standby Re- 
serve if: 

1) He is not serving under 
agreement to remain a member of 
the Ready Reserve for a stated 
period and is otherwise qualified 
for transfer to the Standby Re- 
serve; or 

2) He has served five years or 
more on active duty in any of the 
armed forces; or 

3) His service on active duty 





and in a Ready Reserve training 


program together total five years 
or more, or any lesser period which 
may be permitted by appropriate 
regulations; or 

4) He has served one year or 
more on active duty in the armed 
forces between Dec. 7, 1941 and 
Sept. 2, 1945 in addition to one 
year since June 25, 1950; or 

5) He has served as a member 
of one or more Reserve compo- 
nents for at least eight years since 
Sept. 2, 1945. (Of course, this is 
not possible to achieve before 
Sept. 2, 1953.) 


Status Of Selectees 

Following release from active 
duty, selectees are placed in the 
Ready Reserve until they fheet the 
third condition mentioned above. 
That is, the total of their service 
in an accredited Reserve training 
program and their time on active 
duty must equal at least five 
years, unless a shorter period is 
authorized. 

Similarly, volunteers subject to 
the Reserve obligation may re- 
quest transfer to the Standby Re- 
serve when they have completed 
the five-year requirement, or such 
shorter time as may be authorized.

Return To Duty 

The Armed Forces Reserve Act 
provides for active-duty contracts 
for those who may volunteer for 
definite periods of active duty, as 
determined by the services. Un- 
der the 1aw, an individual will re- 
ceive severance pay if the con- 
tract is broken through no fault 
of his own. 


Reserve Obligations 

The following categories of men 
have a Reserve obligation: (1) 
Men inducted, enlisted or ap- 
pointed between June 24, 1948 
and June 19, 1951; (2) Men en- 
listed between June 24, 1948 and 
June 19, 1951, for one year of ac- 
tive duty; (3) Men enlisted, in- 
ducted, or appointed after June 
19, 1951, and before their 26th 
birthday anniversaries. (Reserve 
obligation does not apply to men 
entering military service after 
their 26th birthday anniversaries.) 


spend in the Reserves is outlined 
in the Universal Military Training 
and Service Act, not in the Armed 
Forces Reserve Act. However, the 
Armed Forces Reserve Act does not 
provide that all enlistments, and 
obligated periods of service in Re- 
serve components, in force at the 
beginning of any future war or 
national emergency declared by 
Congress, shall be extended until 
six months after the end of such 
war or national emergency. This 
provision does not apply to presi- 
dentially declared emergencies 
such as the present one. 

If drafted between June 24, 1948 
and June 19, 1951, there is no Re- 
serve obligation when active serv- 
ice has been at least 33 months. 
However, if during. that périod 
there has been only 21 months’ ac- 
tive duty as a draftee or enlistee, 
there is a five-year Reserve obliga- 
tion.

Camp Pickett Wins 
Second Army Track 


CAMP PICKETT, Va.—Henry Cryer, former University 
of Illinois All-American, led Camp Pickett to a smashing 
victory in the 1953 Second Army track and field meet before 
nearly 10,000 fans here last week-end. 





Cryer won the 440 yard dash*,,,. 


in the fine time of 48.1 seconds, 
and then beat out Fort Lee’s War- 
ren Druetzler, in the 880 yard run 
with a time of 1.56.3. : 

Druetzler, a member of the U. 
S. Olympic team last year and 
a former NCAA mile champ at 
Michigan State, came back strong 
in the mile to win easily in 4.24.5. 

Pickett scored 102 points to win, 
nearly doubling second place Fort 
Lee’s total of 55% points. - Fort 
Eustis was third with 16 points.

Druetzler and Cryer scored dou- 
ble wins. Conrad Jones of Fort 
Lee took both the 100 and 200 
yard dashes, winning the 100 in 
10.3 and the 220 in 22.5 

Camp Pickett’s Catalano won 
both the discus (124 feet, 6 inch- 
es) and hammer throw (87 feet, 1 
inch) and also took two second 
places and one third place to gain 
the highest individual point score 
of the meet, 18 »oints. 

Roger Harrett of Camp Pickett, 
formerly of Ohio Wesleyan, thrill- 
ed the crowd with a high jump of 
6 feet, 4 inches. 

In all, the Pickett Chargers took 
nine first places. All of the Pickett 
representatives are trainee mem- 
bers of the Medical Replacement 
Training Center. Six service teams 
participated.

Trooper Has Great Ring Record 


FORT CAMPBELL, Ky.—‘“I'd 
like to get Johnny Saxton; most 
people think he’s a terrific punch- 
er, but he doesn’t hit so hard.” 

A brash statement? Maybe, but 
aratrooper Dave Cochran can 
ack it up. 

Cochran, a corporal with the 
llth Airborne Division, is a former 
stablemate of Saxton’s and was 
ranked eleventh among the world’s 
welterweight boxing contenders 
before his induction. 

Saxton and Cochran grew up to- 
gether, both fighting in the New 
York Police Athletic League, in- 
cubator for many presen: -day 
champions. Cochran compiled an 
impressive record of 37 victories, 
of which 26 were knockout wins, 
and a single loss. The defeat was 
by decision to Lester Felton, at 
the time a leading welterweight 
contender. 

Cochran’s list of victims reads 
liks a “who’s who” of today’s top 
welterweights; it includes Carmen 





Basilio, Joe Miceli, Manuel Gon- 
zales, and the above mentioned 
Felton, whom he defeated in their

HIS ROUGHEST fight was the 
Gonzales battle in the Olympic 
Auditorium in Los Angeles. The 
two fighters hammered away at 
each other toe to toe for the full 
10 rounds during the slugfest. It 
was the only time he ever has been 
floored during his amateur and 
professional careers in 119 fights. 

Apparently Gonzales was on the 
receiving end of a few healthy 
wallops also, because Cochran got 
the decision. 

When you ask Dave about Miceli 
and how it felt to be on the receiv- 
ing end of one of those savage left 
hooks, he just shrugs his shoulders. 
You get the impression he doesn’t 
think much of Miceli despite his 
lofty number five spot on the list 
of welterweight contenders. But 
mention Gonzales and you'll find 


ncthing but praise. ... “Man, he 
could hit!” 


SINCE his arrival at Fort Camp- 
bell, Cochran has been serving as 
boxing coach for the 11th Airborne 


team. Unable to fight on the team 
because of his professional status, 
Dave has been sparring to keep in 
shape and figures it will take ten 
or fifteen tune-up fights to get him 
back to the peak needed to meet 
the topnotchers.

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House Asks Defense 
For Trailer Report 


WASHINGTON.—Congress has 
taken an official interest in the 
service position on trailers by ask- 
ing for a report from the Secretary 
of Defense on the situation now 
existing at Fort Bragg and, more 
generally, the way this situation 
may spread to other posts and 
installations. 

The House Armed Services com- 
mittee has asked, over the signa- 
ture of its chairman, Rep. Dewey 
Short (R., Mo.), for a. full report 
on the Defense Department atti- 
tude toward trailers as housing, 
toward privately owned trailers 
and on the current law forbidding 
payment of quarters allowance in 
lieu of quarters when government 
quarters are available. 

Meanwhile, the TIMES has re- 
ceived an announcement from 
Fort Hood that in the two on-post 
trailer courts there occupants will 
be permitted to continue on the 
courts and that no action to deny 
them quarters allowance or to per- 
mit leases to expire without re- 
newal is contemplated. 


AT THIS TIME, the bill amend- 
ing the Dependent Assistance Act 
has not been introduced. It would 
permit payment of a quarters al- 
lowance in lieu of quarters to 
trailer owners who bought their 
mobile homes while in uniform 
and while stationed at a post or 
installation which is, in a critical 
housing area, in an area which 
was declared critical at the time 
or since the purchase of the 
trailer. Status of the bill is in 
doubt.

Boiled down, this means that 
there will be a-selection made 
and that the records of all those 
requesting renewal will be screen- 
ed. The efficiency index will play 
a major, but not an exclusive part, 
in determining who will be se- 
lected to remain. 

Not renewed will be many offi- 
cers in all grades above second 
lieutenant. The Army will take 
this opportunity, it says, to try to 
adjust its officer grade structure 
and its branch structure.

Aberdeen Housing Tight; 
Costly Units Available 


ABERDEEN PROVING 
GROUND, Md.—No immediate re- 
lief is in sight for the critical 
housing shortage in the low rental 
group at Aberdeen Proving 
Ground, according to Mrs. Ruth 
Stewart, chief of the post housing | 
branch. | 


But she stressed that plenty of | 
units were now available in higher | 
rental brackets. 

Mrs. Stewart said that there are 
more than 100 vacancies in priv- 
ately-owned Chesapeake Gardens 
but that two factors were block- 
ing people in need of housing from | 
moving in: the $73.50-$98.25 rent | 
spread there and the fact that all 
units are unfurnished. | 

All of the 1340 Federal Housing | 
units under the jurisdiction of the | 
Proving Ground are filled and | 
there are 300 names on a waiting | 
list. These units are in Swan 
Meadow, Lee Village, Baldwin 
Manor, Hamilton Court, and 
Havre de Grace’s Concord Village. | 
Rentals run from $37.50 for two | 
unfurnished rooms to $49 for a 
furnished three-bedroom house. 
Electricity is free. 

The APG-operated trailer park | 
of 45 units has been completely | 
occupied since its opening last | 
September and there is a waiting 
list of 50. Mrs. Stewart said that 
a request had been made for 15 
additional spaces, but that these 
would alleviate the situation only 
slightly. 

Trailer spaces are $6 per month 
for the ground with utilities pro- 
rated by the number of trailers. 
The average total rent, therefore, 
has.been under $15. The spaces 
are allocated to both military and 
civilian personnel on a 3-1 basis 
with 35 spots now tented to 
Soldiers and 10 to civilians. 

>. * > 

THE SITUATION is equally 
gloomy for low-rental applicants 
in privately-owned units. Al- 
though these are furnished, they 
average between $75-$100 and the 
majority have but three rooms. 

There is a terrific demand for 
furnished quarters, a demand 
which has been difficult to meet. 
Private. owners have furnished 
rooms averaging $12 a week, but 
usually there are no cooking 
privileges. All of Chesapeake Gar- 
dens is unfurnished, so even people 
who can afford the rental are not 
moving into some of the vacant 
apartments there. 

A big problem is the fact that 
the civilian strength of the Prov- 
ing Ground has almost doubled in 
the last three years but the only 
additional Federal units added 
during that period have been the 
45 trailer spaces. 

More than 160 units will soon 
become available in current Aber- 
deen Housing projects and these 
are being designated for APG per- 





sonnel. But, once again the rentals 


start at $72.50 and go up, and 
there’s been little demand for the 
apartments, because these too are 
unfurnished.

Serviceman Wins 
Auto Tag Ruling 


MIAMI, Fla.—Servicemen with 
home state auto tags can’t be 
required to purchase new tags 
just because their wives are driv~ 
ing to.work in the state where 
they’re stationed, a U. S. District 
Court ruled here. 

The state of Florida brought 
criminal action against a Key 
West Navy man who refused to 
buy Florida license plates. He al- 
ready had home state tags, he 
said. And why should he buy 
Florida tags just because his wife 
drove to work? 

Florida said that since the wife 
drove to work, the serviceman’s 
car was being used in a trade or 
business. They filed suit in a state 
court. It was later transferred. 

The federal judge who finally 
tried the case ruled in favor of 
the serviceman. If the car had 
been registered in the wife’s name, 
however, it would have been a dif- 
ferent matter, the court said.
